Curlosities of the Abyssininn Church,

In & recently published book on Abyssinia,
written by Mr. Henry Duftan, otvar# an
amusing deseription of the form of religion
received in that country. We quote a few

pasgages. —
THE FRIESTS.

“The Albuna has the appointing of priests
and other ehief offlcers, The cercmony Is per-
formed by the layiog on of bands, Priests that
are already warried have the privilege of enter-
ing the sncred office, but none must murry
sherwaids. Their duties consist in reading the
pruyers, chanting, adwinietering the sacra-
wents, and dancing, the latter being indalged
i during religious processions, and consisting
of n peculiar awaying to and fro of the body
rather than a free use of the legs. Upon them
also devolves the duty of insiructing youth,
but not exclusively, for there is another class
enlled debleras, or learned men, who are school-
masters as well a4 seribes. Some monasteries
are loond in differont parts, but nuns Kre rare.

THE CRURCHES,

“The churches are generally bullt on the sum-
mit of hille, in the midst of eypress groves.
They are round, with conieal roofs, and divided,
afier the Jewlsh model, into three parts. The
outer court I5 open, being the space between tha
wa!l and the posis supporting the roof, which
extends about four yards beyond the maln bulld-
ing. The second part, covresponding with the
Holy Place, Is the place belween the outer wall
snd avother, which encloses the boliest of all;
and hero the p‘eopla congregate for divine wor-
ship. The holiestis only entered by the prieat,
and conlniny what 18 called the tabot, or ark, in
which the sacrod vesscls and books mrz kept.
The exterior of this enclosure |s I;ro!’uwlr
painted with sacred and historieal subjects by
pative artists, which, to an European, are sub-
jecis of great amusement, Michasl, the arch-
angul, and St. George and the Dragon, nearly
nlways oocupy the door. In representatious of
the future world, It 1s remarkable that they
always paiut angels and good men white, devils
und bad men black, which, on one occasion,
mude me ask A priest, by way of a joke, whether
all Abyssinians, being bluck,'went 1o the nether
world?
